"That it shall be unlawful to permit any improper dancing in any dance 


hall at either a public or private dance and that the rules for such proper 
dancing be displayed In said halls."

mitted after 7-uO p. m. unless accompanied by a parent or guardian, except 
that young people may go for Instruction at an academy when the instructor
